Raked three or four hours. 


Heiled Indian Pudding should be boiled 


four or five hours. 
Sifted Indian meal aud 


warm milk should be stirred together pret­ 


ty slur. 
A little salt, and two or three great 


spoonfuls of molasses, added. 


t oinmon flour pudding, or batter pud­ 


ding is easily made.
